“A general treasury for 
the safe-keoping of funds for the xevelution 
was instituted nt Hongkong, _ It is stated 
on excellent authority thutnearly $2,000,000 
have already been amnssed there, 

When turned ont of China, Dr Sun camo 
again to the Istands, His first work, was 
to establish two revolutionary societies, one 
on Maui and the other in Honolulu. From’ 
hore he went to the- United Statea 
and organized similar societies in se- 
vernal cities. At last the Chinese Ambas. 
tador. in Washington struck ybis trail 
and planned his arrest. conspi- 
rotor was so. closely pressed, hat he. es 
caped with only a: couple of hdurs to spare 
to Europe. In London, ‘it will be remem: 
bered, he was abducted by the Chinese 
Minister and hidden away for ucarly a week. 
Through one Dr Cantlie, who -knew Sun, 
the attention of Lord Salisbury was drawn 
to the matter, and, after considerable 
diplomatic correspondence, the ’ prisoner 
was released.

CYCLING FEVER. 


The effecta.of ovor-exortion in producing 
various disturbances of 4 more or leas grave 
character are well known, and not an: 
frequently these disturbances culminate 
in pormanent atructural damage. ‘They aro 
not peculiar to cycling, bub during the last 
yoar or two cycling fas predominated to 
such an oxtent over all other’ forms of 
popular sport that their pathology has be-

are two special forms of disease, one

consequent upon cycling distances, beyond 
his physical standard, ‘Tho firet is produc. 
tive of circulatory failure:allied to, and 
often culminating in, syncope, while the 
other induces & condition strictly: compar- 
ablo with what is .genorally known ns 
neurasthenia or nervous exhwustion. Tho 
ingnovis of the’ first varioty ix ofsy, 
and examples aro numerous. The rider 
suddenly gets out of breath and falls 
panting from the saddle, his face be- 
comes pallid, or even livid, and a cold 
sweat bathes-the skin, In minor caves, he 
recovers after a brief rest, but’ he feels in- 
atinetivoly that he’ must cut, his journey 
short as best he may.
